These, in themselves, are strong arguments 


for the Community Chest, but there are many 
others. It is important to consider that the 
plan.fostered a more widespread interest in the 
social work, that 32.000 citizens participated 
instead of the 5000 who supported charitable 
and welfare agencies in 1022. It is worthy of 
attention, also, that the agencies have been 
able to co-operate more closely, have been 
brought together with an understanding of each 
other's problems and of the general community 
needs. There has been a gain in vision and a 
saving in the elimination of duplication. 


Then there are the figures, the cold record. 


The.cost of the 1023 campaign was approxi- 
mately 5 per cent in coontrast to the lo per cent 
or.more which was checked off as expense 
•under the old plans of raising money. That 
gain of 10 per cent has gone where it was 
needed. 


This year the Community Chest will ask for 


funds for the twelve months of 1024. If it is 
not forthcoming under the chest plan, more 
money will have to be raised in the old methods 
and the benefits of economy, efficiency, and 
co-operation will have been lost. 


CULTURE FOR THE UNWILLING. 
A professor who has studied in five American 


colleges and taught in three is convinced that 
the average university student regards college 
as -'a glorified combination of country club and 
vocational school." 
In other words, he goes 


to college fuv the social opportunities and for 
information which will enable him to make 
money. Thf idea of culture is as foreign to him 
as i? that o> aesthetics to a llottentot. 


This professor, Arthur Corning White, does 


not think the student is to blame. He points to 
the emphasis which American colleges put upon 
the social and athletic activities, to the short 
cuts they offer in turning a second-rate story 
iiuo a scenario, and to the practical courses 
which are u'most of the business college nature. 
There is no complaint concerning these courses 
or activities in the article which Professor 
White has writthen in Tlic Forum, but there is 
expressed a regret for the uuder-einphasis of 
the serious and cultural side of college life. 


I'rofcssor White hns discovered nothing new. 


His remedy i* the very <">ne which the Univer- 
sity of Caiiioi-uirt d«ridt?d was proper, but 
which was not carried uut in a manner to make 
it truly effecfivc- 


"Th«; colleges,'' he says, "still in an mmvare- 


ness to the changes of the century, do not take 
the trouble to organize adequate publicity 
bureaus to take care of their advertising. The 
Anti-Saloon League issues propaganda, the 
breweries issue yopaganda, all organizations 
except the colleges issue propaganda. The col- 
leges think that because they get more stu- 
dents than they can handle they need not 
advertise their purposes. But there are aot 
nearly enough students who go to college for 
what the colleges exist to give. The colleges 
should make a concerted effort to educate the 
public to appieciate the purposes of education." 


BRESLAU DISINTEGRATES. . 


BresJau. in Germany, lias been made a city 


of many villages because the declining mark 
has put an end to tbe streetcar business. A 
city of The size of Pittsburgh and comparable 
to that city in industry is suddenly made a 
jumble of inconvenience and the only way out. 
according to the city planners, is for the work- 
ingtnen to move into homes near tho factories 
in which they work.

SAVING MINERS. 


In spite of the serious disaster at Bedcely, 


West Virginia, in ^November, when twenty- 
soven miners !o*t tlipjr lives in a gas explosiou: 
fatalities in coal mines, lust year, show a 
decrease mer the year preceding. Cool mining 
is still a dangercra? occupation, but better 
conditions in the mines, and a higher degree 
of precaution, are producing results. There 
are grounds for the hope that the Hear future 
will see the industry classed as among those 
of low. or overage, hazards. 


The Bureau of Mines reports that the cost 


of coal, ton for ton, in the number of Ihes lost 
in 1923 was 14 per cent lower than in 1922. 
Each million tons of coal rained up to the end 
of November in 3023 cost 3.8 lives, while in 
1922 the figure was 4.42 lives. 


A large part of the credit for the showing 


may be given to the Bureau of Mines in 
eliminating recklessness and compelling safety 
devices to he installed. There is need for the 
work to go oi) witb renewed vigor and impetus 
for the task in the proof that the list can be 
made shorter. When it is considered how many 
millions of tons of coal are mined each year 
| and that for each million 3.8 live? are taken

is the protective work which is being done.

dry in out. Take the air of an ordi- 
nary v. inter day, which is, say, zero 
temperature, bring it in and heat it 
up t« 70 degrees Fahrenheit _aad . 
you make it drier than any air .of. 
the driest 
desert, so dry that'll" 


cracks and warps the 
furniture. 


Xo matter how you heat it It toe- 
comes a stram upon the respira- 
tory mucous membrane of every 
one in the house, and especially .the 
aged. 
Excessive 
evaporation 
is 


caused by the dried out air. 
the respiratory membrane as 
as from the skin. This means Irri- ' 
tation, catarrh, cough, tendency to 
"colds." bronchitis. It also means 
a feeling chilliness, which the older 
people feel particular!}-. They call 
for more heat, which dries the air 
still more and aggravates the bron- 
chitis, the bronchial catarrh, the 
dry catarrh.

For a Trider lot, the porch can be placed at the side. 


The cost to build this house, including heating, 


plumbing, lighting, painting, ready to live in, but 
not including- wall decorations, should range be- 
tween S6.500 and $8,000. In certain localities where 
costs are high, the highest figure quoted would be 
too low. In other localities, the lowest figure quoted 
would be more than sufficient. The range of $1,500 
is given to cover- differences in the way the house 
is built., how thoroughly it is equipped and com- 
pleted and in what district it is erected-

Q — Is plate glass used in doors 


and windows of small homes? 
Would it not be stronger and 
less likely to be broken? 
A — It is not customary to 
use 


plate glass in the doors and windows 
of small bornes. .While it is with- 
out doubt stronger and less likely 
to be broken, the extra expense in- 
volved is not justified in inexpensive 
buildings. For finer buildings plate 
glass may properly be used.
